The widow’s mite 
buys a single stamp and gives a frac- 
tion of a cent to each of three groups 
of workers, local nurses, state educa- 
tional campaigns and national organiz- 
ing effort. The wealthy man who buys 
10,000 stampe contributes $100 to be di- 
vided in the same way. Thus it hap- 
pens that many million persons each 
December contribute as the spirit

this disease. This plan has its weak- 
nesses. But as a compensation it has 
strong points. Its strongest point is 
that tt bands together a large number of 
persons {n the consumption crusade. 
Since there is no specific cure for con- 
sumption the persons who interest them- 
selves against oonstmption interest 
themselves in favor of all those things 


which make against the disease. By} 


that token they favor higher wages in 
relation to the cost of: living, better 
housing, better ventilation, more fresh 
air, no spitting, and care for consump- 
tives.
